Hie price per gallon jumped 
six cents and will cost the state 
an additional $500,000. 
The American Transit Associ­ 
ation surveyed 90 city transit 
companies and found one-third 
reported that they had received 
fuel curtailment notices. But it 
noted most had not had to re­ 
duce services yet. 
The 
Metropolitan 
Transit

needs about six million gallons 
of fuel annually for the 720 
buses it operates in a seven- 
county area.

2 Foyts Determined To Win 4th ‘500’

There were two A.J. Foyts in 
garage No. 29 on the Speed­ 
way’s Gasoline Row, and it was 
hard to detect which was more 
determined to win an unprece­ 
dented fourth championship in 
the Indianapolis 500. 
“ I don’t see why we can’t win 
it,” said Anthony Joseph Foyt, 
Sr., better known as Tony, as 
rain peppered down on the met­ 
al roof after a second day’s 
postponement of the big race. 
“Being in the eighth row’ means 
nothing to A.J. He could make 
that up in the first 50 laps.” 
The father of the auto racing 
star, a three-time Indianapolis 
winner, is a youngish-looking 
man of 60 who plays nursemaid 
to A.J.’s Coyote and that of 
George Snider, another mem­ 
ber of the Jim Gilmore team. 
He is the head mechanic. 
He was one of those most dis­ 
turbed by the two days of rain- 
outs 
and the frustrating on- 
again, off-again starts, although 


his 38-year-old son took it in 
stride. 
“ It’s exasperating,” he com­ 
plained. “Up every morning at 
five, 
getting the car ready, 
hauling it back and fourth be­ 
tween the track and the ga­ 
rage, fighting the rain. Pretty 
soon you get all whipped out. 
“ Racing always has been in 
his blood,” Tony said of his fa­ 
mous son. 
“He’s raced mo­ 
torcycles, speed boats, midgets 
and stocks, anything that’s got 
wheels. 
“ He can’t seem to get enough 
of it. He’s well enough off now 
that he’d never have to touch 
another wheel if he didn’t have 
to. But nothing can stop him.”

about it’ 
Well, at least five POW’s, now free, 
have testified before the House Internal 
Security Committee that life behind bars 
was made more miserable, not better, by 
the visits of those antiwar Americans. 
Navy Capt. James Mulligan of Law­ 
rence/ Mass., said that some of the 
POW’s, including himself, were pressur­ 
ed, threatened and at times even tortur­ 
ed to force them to visit with these dele­ 
gations. And if there was a “poor per­ 
formance” on the part of the POW’s, 
there was additional punishment later. 
A “poor performance,” we presume, 
was one in which the prisoners failed to 
sing the praises of their Communist cap­ 
tors, or failed to denounce their own land 
and what it was trying to do for the free 
world. 
The freed POW’s urged that Congress 
in the future ban any unauthorized trips 
bv Americans to any nations fighting the 
United States. Under proposed legisla­ 
tion, violators of the travel ban would be 
punished by fines up to $10,000 and pris­ 
on terms up to 10 years.

SOMETHING 
TO THINK ABOUT 


People who are opposed to the possible applica­ 
tion of the local option tax are beginning to zero 
in on the county council, whose members meet 
Thursday morning to make a considered judgment 
on the affair. 


It seems that people who oppose the tax may be 
divided into several categories: those who are 
simply gainst any tax without knowing why; those 
who do not understand the local option tax; those 
who sincerely believe there is no need in this com­ 
munity for such a tax; and maybe those who would 
like more time to think it over. 


We believe there are not enough people who 
know the reasoning behind the local option section 
of the tax restructuring passed by the 1973 General 
Assembly. Even with all the publicity given during 
legislative study and consideration, and in the 
weeks following, this tax is not easy to compre­ 
hend in its entiriirety. 


In a recent interview, Governor Bowen gave the 
most understandable reason why the local option 
tax was a part of the much publicized “tax pack­ 
age 
plana 
passed by the 1973 General Assembly 
ition goes like this:

The 1973 Indiana General Assembly, as a part of 
the tax reformation program, froze property taxes 
at their 1972 level. Any local government unit not 
able to live within the limits of the funds available 
in this frozen property tax (school boards, city ad­ 
ministrations, and county governments) would 
then be able to secure the necessary funds through 
application of a local option income tax. Thus, 
local people are responsible for securing funds for 
their own needs. 


This new tax restructuring has been erronously 
dubbed “property tax relief.” It isn’t “relief” at all, 
and shouldn’t be called this. It is tax restructure, 
plain and simple. 
Until local option, most of the money it takes to 
operate local government — schools, incorporated 
cities like our own, and county government — have 
been the burden of the property owner and the 
business person, The renter goes along for the free 
ride, almost. Under the application of the local 
option tax, which affects income, a new group of 
citizens would be privileged to help pay the bills 
for the cost of fire protection, police protection, 
city administration, and county government. 
As the county council members meet Thursday 
morning, it is only their wisdom of the need for 
approval or rejection of the local option tax which 
must prevail in their judgment and decision. If it 
is needed, they have no choice. It is up to heads of 
the various governing bodies to help them in this 
decision.

NEW YORK (AP) - This 
month’s 
televised 
Watergate 
bearings posed two problems 
for the world of daytime TV. 
One was a small but growing 
backlog of game shows and 
soap operas taped in advance 
of their actual appearance on 
the tube. 
That problem was two-thirds 
solved Friday when the three 
network* agreed on a trial ar­ 
rangement in which only NBC 
will carry 
start-to-flnish live 
coverage 
of 
next 
Tuesday’s 
hearings; CBS will take over 
the next day and ABC Thurs­ 
day. 
The second problem still ex­ 
ists and is far more serious. 
Network staffs remain on red 
alert to keep in correct se­ 
quence the dally soap operas 
pre-empted by live TV cov­ 
erage of the hearings. 
It would never do for a soap 
opera couple to end the day’s 
saga with pledges of eternal 
love, only to reappear after 
three days of Watergate hear­ 
ings embroiled in a fistfight 
over child custody. 
When the hearings aren’t on, 
the CBS, NBC and ABC net­ 
works are broadcasting a total 
of 31 soap operas and game 
shows each weekday — 15 soa- 
pers and 16 games per day. 
All but two are taped in ad­ 
vance -- one day to two weeks 
for the soap operas, a week to 
a month for the game shows — 
and network officials late last 
week said production of them 
still Is proceeding apace. 
It means that with a few ex­ 
ceptions, each day the Water­ 
gate show is televised live, an­ 
other batch of daytime shows is 
backing up in the vaults. 
With only five televised hear­ 
ings so far, the videotape back­ 
log situation is far from acute, 
according to network officials. 
It's the future number of tele­ 
vised Watergate sessions that 
worries them. 
The hearings, which began 
May 1?, forced the only two 
live soap operas on TV — CBS' 
'As 
the World 
Turns'* 
and 
“Edge of Night” — to switch to 
videotape. There was no sense 
having their casts just hanging 
around, waiting for Watergate 
tc let out. 
“Edge” is the more vulner­ 
able of the two to Watergate 
pre-emptions because it nor­ 
mally starts at 2:30 p.m. EDT, 
a half-hour before the customa­ 
ry start of the afternoon Water­ 
gate sessions. 
As of lost Thursday, it was 
taping its episodes a full week 
in 
advance. 
A CBS spokes­ 
woman said it wasn’t known 
yet when the show would go 
back to live broadcast status. 
“As the World Turns,” seen 
at 1:30 p.m. EDT, was in better 
backlog shape. 
It only was 
being taped two days in ad­ 
vance and is scheduled to go 
back on live duty nest Monday, 
the spokeswoman said. 
Somehow, I didn’t have the 
heart to tell her that while she 
was talking, the Senate’s Wa­

— which 
planned to resume its hearings 
on June 12 — announced a shift 
in starting dates.

British Leaders Provide Scandals Since Waterloo

Ever since the Duke of Well­ 
ington, victor of Waterloo and 
later prime minister, told the 
top London call girl of his day 
to "publish and be damned,” 
the British Cabinet has pro­ 
vided an avid public with some 
of its spicier sex scandals. 
Those who profess to be 
shocked by the goings-on in­ 
volving Lords Lambton and Jel- 
licoe—two peers who resigned 
from toe government after 
being linked to call girls— 
should have lived in the good 
old days when politicians were 
really swingers and the public 
loved them for it. 
Hariette Wilson, the leading 
demirep—19th century word for 
call girl—told in her headline- 
making story of toe "Iron 
Duke’s” return from a vic­ 
torious compaign in Spain. 
According to Hariette—and 
no one has ever denied it— 
Wellington, fresh from battle, 
pounded on her door after mid­ 
night while she was upstairs 
vlrith the Duke of Argyle. 
Argyle, she said, put on one 
of her dressing gowns and night 
caps and went to the window. A 
slinging match started between 
the two dukes which ended with 
Wellington striding away shout­ 
ing “the devil.” 
From Hariette’s point of 
view, it all ended happily as 
Argyle "swore that, this night 
at least, he would be a match 
for the mighty Wellington.” 
Another lover was Lord By­ 
ron, the poet, whose best known 
affair was with Lady Caroline 
Lamb, wife of the man who be­ 
came Lord Melbourne, prime 
minister of England and be­ 
loved mentor of toe young 
Queen Victoria. 
Melbourne also made sex 
headlines. 
His trouble began with what, 
from all evidence, was a com­ 
pletely 
platonic 
relationship 
with Caroline Norton. Her jeal­ 
ous, politically frustrated hus­ 
band, George, did not take this 
attitude and in April. IMS, 
charged the prime minister 
with 
"criminal 
connection” 
with his wife. 
It is not every day that the 
prime minister of England is 
accused of adultery with one of 
the greatest beauties of Dm 
time. While printing every ga- 
mey rumor they could find, the 
newspapers accompanied these 
reports with what Lord David 
Cecil has called "pious reflec­ 
tions on the deplorable pre­ 
valance of vice in high places.” 
King William IV said "no” 
when 
asked 
if 
Melbourne 
should resign. Wellington said 
he would refuse to serve in any 
cabinet formed as the result of 
such a resignation.

The proceedings lasted 13 
hours and the case ended at 
midnight with the jury return­ 
ing a verdict of innocent with­ 
out leaving the box*.

Palmerston was referred to 
as "Lord Cupid” by The Times 
(of London), and there were 
frequent references to his af­ 
fairs with the Countess of Jer­ 
sey and Princess Lieven, wife 
of the Russian ambassador. 
It was on the 16to of June, 
1863, when Palmerston was 79 
and Brita n’s most popular poli­ 
tician of the age, that an Irish 
j o u r n a 1 I s t named O'Kane 
brought suit charging the noble 
lord had committed adultery 
with his wife. 
Palmerston’s rival, Benjamin 
Disraeli, commented "it will 
make Palmerston more popular 
than ever.” 
D sraeli was right. 
The Earl of Clarendon wrote 
Lord Cowley, ambassador to 
France, that "in town and 
country nothing else was talked 
of for days.” 
Finally, in October, Mrs. 
O’Kane claimed she had never 
been legally married to toe 


man who brought the divorce 
action. Lord Palmerston sub­ 
mitted an affidavit saying the 
suit had been filed for "motives, 
of extortion,” and it was dis­ 
missed. 
Newspaper readers had only 
to wait a few years for another 
scandal 
in high political cir­ 
cles—this one involving the 
Prince of Wales. 
Sir Charles Mordount filed 
for divorce charging that his 
wife had committed adultery 
with a 
number of men in­ 
cluding the prince. 
In a scene unprecedented in 
English history, the Prince, lat­ 
er King 
Edward VII, took the 
witness stand on Feb. 23, 1870, 
and was asked: 
"Has there ever been any im­ 
proper familiarity or criminal 
act between yourself and Lady 
Mordaunt?” 
"Never ” he replied. 
His wife, the Danish Princess 
Alex and r a, merely re m a rked 
that he was “my naughty little 
man” and his mother, Queen 
Victoria, said of the princely 
couple "they lead far too frivo­ 
lous a life.” 
The prince however, was not 
so unconcerned at the next 
scandal in which he was in­ 
volved and took revenge on one 
of the men Chancellor of the 
Exchequer 
Lord 
Randolph 
Churchill—father of Sir Win­ 
ston.
